EARLY N.H. COLONIAL NOTES 

The first Nonagon in the Fall of 1963 
described the 25 shilling note pictured in- 
side front cover. The 1714 date is hard to 
explain on a note first issued in 1717 > 
but this may have indicated a special issue 
to be used in redeeming worn out notes of 
the previous issue. The 1717 at the side 
is even harder to explain, but other dates 
indicated later issues from same plates. 

The monogram on the reverse is a mirrored 
GR for King George I, but this may not be 
the correct reverse for this issue. This 
plate included 1 shilling, lsh-6 pence, 
4sh-6d, with the 25sh. The lsh showed a 
boar and the other two had bear or camel. 

The 30sh and 4pound notes pictured 
were on the "large plate" which included a 
15sh (codfish) and a 3pd-10sh (pine tree). 
N.H. Historical Society now has a reprint 
from this plate. Note that this plate doe° 
not have the added 1714 or 1717 dates.

OUTSTANDING ANCIENT COINS SHOW

Coin clubs will be interested to know 
that Jones is prepared to speak at meetings 
with colored slides of the above collection 
to illustrate his talk. 


Wayne Rich gave a talk accompanied by 
colored slides on New Hampshire paper money 
at a recent meeting of Manchester Coin Club. 
He later gave a similar talk on colonial 
paper money and the New Hampshire copper of 
1776 at the Nashua Coin Club. 


Towns having celebrations this year 
include Stratham, Lee, Albany, Tamworth, 
Deerfield, and Croyden. Deerfield sold 
their 500 silver medals in short order but 
have bronze at $2 plus handling charge if 
mailed. Stratham will have 300 silver in 
July with purchasers of their $15 history 
having option to buy medal of same number.

The photo of the medal arrived too late 
to reproduce in this Nonagon but it is 
described as follows: Obverse has a large 

S within a circle surrounded by "250th 
Anniversary Stratham New Hampshire 1716 - 
1966." Around this is an octagon frame 
within the outer rim of the medal. Inside 
the top of the S is a sailboat with hill 
and tower in background. In the bottom 
of the S is scene with church, plow, and 
gun. 

Reverse has around outside "Gov. 

Thcmas Wiggin. Governor of the Province of 
New Hampshire". Within is the boulder with 
inscription "Gov. Thomas Wiggin, l633~l667" 
and above this "Founder of the town of 
Stratham". This is an attractive medal 
of Robbins quality.
